I he plan, 
as announced bv

War Department 
in connection with 
it* Exhibit at the Aeronautical Ex­ 
pos iii ou^here* 
permits the 
college 
student, to absorb the courses prev­ 
iously included in tin* curricula of 
the ground 
schools while 
working 
for his degree. 
I he assumption of the W ar De­ 
partment 
is that aviators 
must be 
young men, and they point to the ex ­ 
perience of the war to prove their 
point. 
For this reason, they say, 
there must be a constant stream of 
candidates 
going 
through 
tile 
schools. 
The government’s detailed plan as 
explained at tile Aeronautical Expo­ 
sition by Colonel FL E. Castle, form ­ 
erly of the Control Board, Division 
of Military Aeronautics, is as fol­ 
lows :
